British Foreign Secretary Seeks Their 


Views in Regard to Bringing Joint 


Pressure to Boar on Turkey and 


Bulgaria in Favor of a Peaceful Set­ 


tlement— Russia 
Favors the 
Plan 


Proposed by the English Official. 


London, Jan. 29.—The Balkan sit­ 
uation is again causing some anxiety 
at the European capitals. Bulgaria's 
action in calling out her reserves is 
apparently explained by Turkey's at­ 
tempts to secure a rectification of the 
existing frontier as a condition for 
reducing her monetary demands from 
Bulgaria. Noting the danger of trou­ 
ble between Turkey and Bulgaria, the 
powers are again resorting to nego­ 
tiations to bring about joint pressure 
in favor of a peaceful settlement. 
It is reported that Sir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign secretary, 
has sounded the powers on this sub­ 
ject and a St. Petersburg dispatch 
says semiofficially that Russia has al­ 
ready addressed a circular dispatch to 
all the signatories of the Berlin treaty. 
In this circular Russia proposes to 
make common representations-to both 
Sofia and Constantinople against any 
change being made in the frontier line 
which 
would 
endanger 
European 
peace and urging both governments 
to refrain from a military movement. 
According to a Sofia dispatch, Great 
Britain has advised Turkey to accept 
an indemnity of $20,000,000, aud Bul­ 
garia is inclined to pay this sum pro 
vided Turkey abandons her claim for 
rectiflcating 
the 
frontier. Negotia­ 
tions between Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey are still dragging, owing to 
the fact that the Turkish government 
has not yet succeeded in putting an 
end to the Austrian boycott.

so that the switch engine had to take 
the train to pieces a car at a time to 
get the engine out of the drifts. 
The reports from the Minnesota & I

the effect that the storm is not as bad I 
north of Bemidji, snow not having 
commenced to fall at Interational Falls 
until 2 o’clock this morning.

At birth the calf his meconium in 
the stomach and intestines, therefore 
the first food should be laxative in char­ 
acter in order to remove this before it 
is absorbed.

WORST BLIZZARD 
OF THE SEASON 


Terrible Storm Racing Over En* 
tire Northwest Last Night 
and Today 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION 


MANY TRAINS ARE TIED UP 


Train to St Paul This Morning 
Delayed 35 Minutes in Get­ 
ting Out of Yard 
The worst blizzard of the season. In 
fact the first hard storm of the winter 
and one of the worst for several sea 
sons, is raging here today. It com­ 
menced to rain Thursday afternoon, 
turning to snow about 6:30 in the even­ 
ing and snowed all night and blew hard, 
piling the snow in great drifts. Rail­ 
road traffic is badly crippled by the 
storm. The southbound passenger was 
delayed 35 minutes in getting out this 
morning because the snow) in the yards 
made it almost impossible for the 
switch engine to handle the three cars 
in making up the train. 
The east bound passenger train was 
over two hours late this morning and 
then had to come without the Fargo 
sleeper and it is reported here that not 
a single train is moving on the Minne­ 
sota division. All 
passengers were 
started out with two engines but that 
proved unavailing. One freight train 
composed of 20 empties and three loads, 
and having one of the big “1400” en­ 
gines, was four and a half hours trying 
to get out of the Brainerd yards this 
morning and finally stalled completely 
so that the switch engine had to take 
the train to pieces a car at a time to 
get the engine out of the drifts. 
The reports from the Minnesota & 
International general of Aces are to 
the effect that the storm is not as bad 
north of Bemidji, snow not having 
commenced to fall at Intentional Falls 
until 2 o'clock this morning. 
At Staples the yards were so badly 
blocked that is was impossible to get 
an engine out of the roundhouse to 
come east on No. 14, the Duluth pas 
senger train, this morning and it was 
necessary to turn the engine which 
went west on the midnight train. 
The rural carrier system was badly 
demoralised by the storm. The car­ 
rier on Route No. 3, W. H. Everest, 
only got out about a mile until he 
struck a drift six feet deep and had to 
return. Geo. Fallon, the carrier on 
No. 2, succeeded in getting out three 
and one-half miles and was then com­ 
pelled to give it up. Even if they 
could get through the drifts in the road 
they found it impossible to get up to 
the boxes. 
All trains on the Morris and Little 
Falls branch are annulled and the mail 
on the train from the north 
was 
pouched for Little Falls and the mail car 
turned and sent north again. The pas­ 
senger from the north was about 45 
minutes late, coming from Bemidji 
with a big compound freight engine 
ahead of the regular passenger engine. 
Manager Craig of the Western Union 
reports that all wires are down through 
Wisconsin and Illinois and that this 
forenoon St. Paul had no communica­ 
tion with Chicago and the east. 
The company tried today to get a 
large number of men to set at work in 
the yards here but as the roadmaster 
was only allowed to pay $1.26 for nine 
hours work the job went begging. In 
fact the crew which was putting up ice 
in the company’s ice house quit rather 
than work in the storm at those wages.

DAIRY CALF FEEDING 
At birth the calf has meconium in 
the stomach and intestines, therefore 
the first food should be laxative in char­ 
acter in order to remove this before it 
is absorbed. Nature has provided the 
food suited to this purpose in the form 
of colostrum milk (the first milk the 
cow gives.) It seems best to leave the 
calf with ita mother for about two days, 
thus giving him a good start in life, 
and thereafter he should be fed as out­ 
lined in the following table. 
The change to skim milk should be 
very gradual^ taking two or three 
weeks, so as to give the calfs stom­ 
ach time to adjust itself to the new 
feed. 
The calf should be offered some 
ground grain just as soon as he gets 
through drinking his milk. To teach 
him to eat the grain should be put in 
bis mouth when he tries to suck your 
hand. A mixture of ground grain and 
bran with milk makes a good ration. 
Oil meal or flax seed meal is not nec­ 
essary when feeding skim milk. Oats 
contain a large quantity of fiber which 
is too hard and harsh for the young 
calf to digest. 
. ( 
He should be taught to eat grain and 
hay up clean. This is done by not giving 
him more than he can eat (a simple 
way.) 
Feed should always be clean 
and fresh. He likes to pick up wisps 
of hay and eat them, so give him nice 
fine hay—early cut second crop is best 
—it is more economical and palatable. 
Scours in calves are caused- mostly 
by violent changes in temperature, 
quantity and quality of milk feed, and 
by infection. Therefore • the tempera­ 
ture of milk feed should be as near 98 
degrees F. as possible; this is very im­ 
portant. and milk should be sweet and 
fed from clean pails— not slop pails. 
When this is done scours do not often> 
occur. 
If scours occur milk should be de­ 
creased one-half and water added to 
make the original amount. This should 
be done until scouring ceases. A tea­ 
spoonful of solution of formalin (I 
part ^formalin to 1400 parts water) to 
every pound of milk fed may be added.

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Joseph Pulitzer, 
Journalistic Genius 


World Famed Editor, Accused by President Roosevelt of Libel, 
Rose From the Ranks by His Own Efforts—Widely In­ 
formed and Endowed With Great Intellectual 
Power—Founder of New Journalism. 


I

’T Is not every newspaper man who 
Is of sufficient importance to call 
for a special message from the 
president of the United States and 
to cause the governmental machinery 
to be set in motion for the purpose of 
sending him to Jail. Both of these dis­ 
tinctions belong to Joseph Pulitzer, 
the editor and proprietor of the New 
York World. Ile hns been the subject 
of other distinguished denunciation, 
William J. Bryan having ripped it into 
him through several successive issues 
of the Commoner. Thus Pulitzer has 
achieved the condemnation 
of the 
heads of both the great parties, to 
say nothing of having boca roasted by 
nearly everybody else of consequence 
in the United States. Yet through it 
all the World has claimed the largest 
circulation of any morning paper in 
America, has had admittedly one of 
the ablest editorial pages in New York 
and has been making money by the 
million, 
lf anybody ever thrived on 
the m eat of enmity, Joseph Pulitzer is 
the man. Since he bought the World 
in 1883—aye, since he started the St. 
Iiouis Post-Dispatch several years ear­ 
lier— bf has been abused—copiously, vi­ 
olently abused—but his papers have 
gone right on in their career of suc­ 
cess. He may be blind, but they have 
eyes. They see things that do not ex­ 
ist perhaps and see other things dis­ 
torted and out of proportion, but they 
see minutely and far. And these pa­ 
pers are but Pulitzer projected and ob­ 
jectified. 
If “an Institution is the 
lengthened shadow of a man," the 


alar case. 
Ile it was, so says rumor, 
that years ago outlined the World's 
policy 
of 
editorializing, 
cartooning, 
scarifying, manhandling and other­ 
wise maltreating Theodore Roosevelt 
and that the Panama articles in ques­ 
tion were but the result of this gen­ 
eral policy. 
It is further intimated that the Pu­ 
litzer responsibility is established in 
another way—viz, by the fact that he 
is more or less close to the railroad 
kings, his son, Ralph, having married 
Into tho Vanderbilt family, and that 
the railroads, especially those of the 
transcontinental variety, are opposed 
to the Panama canal, thus furnishing 
an additional reason for printing the 
trticles complained of. However these 
things be, Pulitzer is the man they are 
after, and if they do not succeed in 
landing him behind prison bars it will 
be due only to the fact that the Jury 
renders some other kind of verdict. 
From the double barreled action that 
has been brought in New York and the 
District of Columbia, from the digging 
up of old and forgotten laws enacted 
nearly a century ago, from the unusual 
form of subpoenas served and from 
the fact th at the attorney general him­ 
self is conducting the proceedings it is 
evident that the administration will 
leave no stone unturned and no trick 
untried to get its man. 
Respect For Popular Rights. 
During the war the Chicago Times 
attacked President Lincoln and the 
government in a particularly virulent 
manner. Some friends one day asked 


Roosevelt in this m atter (ls more gen­ 
erally regretted than any he bas made 
•Ince in office. The best friends of the 
president- outside of the toady and of­ 
ficial class, of course—regard It as a 
mistake. The American people have a 
laving and wholesome sense of humor. 
They regard these Panama canal sto­ 
ries as the kind of tales that often ap­ 
pear In the heart of a campaign. Such 
things ought not to be printed, but 
they hare been printed, many of them 
much worse .than these, in every pres­ 
idential can n as almost in our history. 
At their best or worst they aye polit­ 
ical stories and never would be thought 
of or heard of again unless thus called 
to public attention. In the beat of a 
campaign we are all liable to lose our 
heads, editors as well as others. This 
Is the common sense view of the case 
and the one held by the sane, temper­ 
ate American people as a whole. And 
when it is once realized that there is a 
serious attem pt to put a blind old in­ 
valid ln 9Jaii because of a campaign 
story he never saw or heard of, and, 
this under a law more than eighty 
years old, the public will take the true 
measure of the case. It will serve a 
good purpose, however, if it discour­ 
ages the publishing of these reckless 
fakes during campaigns. 
Man of Wide Information. 
As for Joseph Pulitzer, the public 
knows little about him, except that he 
has founded a new kind of Journalism, 
which many people regard as bad; that 
he endowed a college of Journalism, 
which most newspaper men regard as 
a Joke; that he is a man of great In­ 
tellectual power, of keen mind, wide 
information and retentive memory, and 
that he spends much of his time in Eu­ 
rope. But that is only a small part of 
Pulitzer. Like most notable men, he is 
an anomaly. He built up great proper­ 
ties, amassed a fortune, and Just at 
the time he was in a position to enjoy 
life fate struck out his sight and tare 
to pieces his nerves, so that he had no 
capacity for enjoyment left. Somebody 
has said that the great work of the 
world has been done by invalids, and 
if that be true Pulitzer Is explained. I 
suspect, however, that, like all other 
sweeping statements, the idea that the 
race has been carried forward by sick 
people is about two-thirds phrasemak- 
ing to one-third truth. 
Another anomaly of Pulitzer is that 
while he prints very noisy colored sup­ 
plements 
he cannot himself stand 
noise. A London paper told with great 
glee how the American editor took an 
English house and was disturbed first 
by a bugler and then by a peacock. 
Pulitzer sent one of his men to buy off 
| both bugler and bird, but without suc­ 
cess. Then he moved.

W hat causes explosions in mines 
that have been tested and are suppos­ 
ed to be absolutely safe? 
Professor 
Erasmus Haworth, head of the geo­ 
logical department of the University 
of Kansas and state geologist, has 
been experimenting for the last three 
months In Kansans mines and has 
reached many interesting conclusions. 
To aid In further experiments a bill 
appropriating $3,000 was recently in­ 
troduced in the Kansas legislature. 
Professor Haworth believed it would 
be passed. 
“It’s the big problem of the coun­ 
try,” Professor Haworth said the other 
night at the Union depot in Kansas 
City. 
“A mine explosion has become 
so common that a hundred or more 
lives have to be sacrificed before the 
public will pay any attention to it. It 
is noticed, too, that the explosion gen­ 
erally occurs in mines that have been 
carefully inspected. 
“Last summer I came to the conclu­ 
sion that we could make experiments 
in Kansas Just as well as elsewhere. 
The laboratories at Lawrence offered 
excellent opportunities for carrying on 
the work. We have been experiment­ 
ing as to every conceivable way that 
an explosion could possibly occur, and 
the results of our experiments will be 
received with interest all oyer the 
United States.” 
The problem of financing the experi­ 
ments caused the Kansas professor 
some worry at first. But mine owners 
became interested. 
The Central Coal 
and Coke company of Kansas City 
alone contributed $500 for the experi­ 
ments when Professor Haworth ex­ 
plained his plans. 
Then some funds 
which had been appropriated for geo­ 
logical experiments were added to the 
subscriptions of the coal companies. 
That made enough to begin operations. 
Professor C. Young of the geological 
department was sent to the Pittsburg 
coal fields. 
Ile collected coal dust, 
coal gas in bags, marsh gas, natural 
gas and all forms of gas that contain­ 
ed explosive elements. 
Experiments 
demonstrated beyond doubt that car­ 
bon monoxide is .the cause of most ex­ 
plosions. 
“The queer thing about it,” said 
Professor Haworth, “is the fact that 
no one has noticed the effects of this 
deadly gas in mines. 
At the mining 
congress in Pittsburg last December I 
was unable to find any scientist wTho 
realized that carbon monoxide might 
be the cause of the great disasters

Since then he bas traveled 
about the world or has lived at one of 
bls many homes, his one desire being 
to flee from the noise maker. Until 
within a few years af least he kept in 
close touch with his papers, sending 
them unsigned cablegrams on all sorts 
of subjects and bringing them up to 
his own view’s of great questions and 
policies. W ith his corps of secretaries, 
who read him papers, letters and books 
of French, German or English litera­ 
ture each day, he kept in touch with 
the world from which his blindness 
isolated him. These secretaries were 
his eyes and hands. The mind that di­ 
rected all was his own. 
Pulitzer has has sent scores of poor 
young men to college and gave $1,000,- 
000 to found a school of journalism in 
Columbia university, with the promise 
of a second million when the school 
wa8 in Working order. 
W. K. Vanderbilt once said, “Joseph 
Pulitzer is the most intelligent man I 
ever met.” It required an intelligent 
man to start the modern, illustrated, 
featured and display head newspaper, 
and that Joseph Pulitzer unquestion­ 
ably did.
